trnctious of the morning, a laud parade 
by details from the warships and ulso 
by th.o Pvhode Island militia occupied 
the afternoon, while in the evening, 
day almost dawned again, through the 
brilliant illumination of every vessel 
afloat and every building on shore. Al- 
though the sky was overcast during the 
early morning and a thick fog obscured 
part of the fleet no rain fell to dampen 
the ardor of the crowd or disarrange the 
carefully-plaaned program. 


Shortly after 8 o'clock, as soon as tho 


morning routine of "colors" had been 
completed. Commodore Ledyard of the 
New York Yacht club gave orders to 
"dress ship," and soon every yacht in 
the harbor was festooned with signal 
flags. 


Because of the fog and the crowded 


condition of the harbor, the snb-roarine 
boat Holland did not give her exhibi- 
tion at the scheduled time.

It pro- 
vides no food for beast or bee, it destroys 
the wholesome grass, and certainly its 
ugly bahit of crouching cut of harm's 
way makes if decidedly insignificant un- 
til one tries to dig it ap, when its mighty 
power of resistance is unmasked. I do 
not think it at ail a good emblem,

New Job For Meat Inspector, By Act of 


Legislature. 


A law passed by the legislature at 


the last session calls for the inspec- 
tion of animals dressed for market, 
and every carcass must be properly 
branded by the inspector. 
Other-wise 


it Is liable to be condemned and con- 
fiscated as unfit for food. This means 
that the law is correctly understood 
here, that no carcass can he legally 
offered for sale in this state without 
bearing the official stamp, which must 
be put on at the time of slaughter. The 
enforcement of this la-w -win devolve 
upon the boards of health in all cases 
where Inspection !s not made by the 
United States bureau of animal indus- 
try but where this is done the local 
boards will ba free from the respon- 
sibility 
in the matter 
Starnr>s for 


branding the meat will be furnished 
by the state and wilt be uniform, ex- 
cept that they wi'l bear the name of 
the city or town In which they are tc 
b"e used. 
The design of the law is to prevent un 
fit meats from being placed on the 
market and eoldjto unsuspecting t>eo- 
ple. It !g believed that a great deal 
of this sort of thins is done, not, of 
course, by reputable meat 
dealers, 


but by individuals and small dealers 
who can see a dollar in dressing: sre- 
matur^ veal and other, animals that 
are'not in a fit condition to Be used for 
food. A provision is made 
whereby 


farmers may slaughter 
for 
market 


animals that have 
been , inspected 


within six months, but the brand on 
the carcass will be necessary in or- 
der that the meat irspector may know 
that everything ia a'l risrht. 


All meats condemned for failure to 


comply 
with this law will be con- 


fiscated and the offenders will be li- 
able to a penalty consisting of a fine 
not exceeding 
?100 or imprisonment 


not exceedfng"60 days or~totii. 


A rigid enforcement of this 
law 


ought to prevent the consumption of 
much unfit meat Jn Massachusetts.

"I hopej" said Sir Harry Johnston, 


"that the public interested in these mat- 
ters will not form any exaggerated 
ideas on the subject until the mate- 
rial which I have gathered has been 
properly examined by anthropologists 
and ray own Impression as to the some- 
what simian character of these natives 
Is confirmed. 
The apelike people to 


whom I refer seem to constitute tho 
underlying stratum of the population 
of the eastern outskirts of the great 
Kongo forest from the vicinity of Lake 
Albert down to the neighborhood of 
Lake Tanganyika, the western slopes 
of Mount Ruwenzori and also, strange 
to say. on the west slope of Mount El- 
gon, 
the extinct volcano which lies 


about 130 miles east of the Victoria 
Nile. 
The general characteristics of 


these apelike people, who sometimes 
constitute a tribe of pariahs by thsm- 
eelveSt and sometimes crop up as a 
type in the middle of other trlbes/are a 
dirty yellow skin, a poor development 
of the back of the head, eyes rather 
close together, with prominent eye- 
brows, low and much wrinkled fore- 
heads. The hair Is woolly, like tbat of 
the ordinary negro, though it some- 
times tends to be brownish la color. 
The arms are long and the thumbs 
weak. The legs are a little knock- 
kneed and are often very short in pro- 
portion to the body. In one Instance in 
which I took a photograph the toes are 
turned rather Inward. 


"Their stature, as a rule, Is not much, 


If any, below the average height of hu- 
manity. I can only say that in gen- 
eral appcajflnce they do look, as I have 
described them, very apelike, but too 
much stress should not be laid on my 
general impression in this respect un- 
til the meaEurements which I have 
made of their heads and bodies are dis- 
cussed by a competent authority on 
anthropometry. 


"I have a kind of Impression that this 


apelike type of negro represents some- 
thing like the original stock—the earli- 
est form of negro man that entered the 
African continent from Asia."

I HOW THE MOLE BIGS. 


BURROWING METHOPS OF THIS ODD

j Curious Creature. 


Of all the animals which assist in mak- 


ing life miserable for the gardener per- 
haps the mole is the most provoking. 
Just as a certain bed of choice seeds has 
worked into perfect condition, the mole, 
tthich may not have been near the garden 
for a mouth, coines back as though by 
special appointment and plows that bed 
fiom end to end. 
Baek and forth ho 


woika through the loose soil, close to the 
surface, heaving up a little ridge of earth 
wherever he goes. He rapidly destroys 
the bed, though that is not at all his ob- 
ject ia coming. He is really out on a 
hunting expedition. 
He Is hunting for 


earthworms, slugs, grubs and insects 
which live ia the ground and en which 
he depends for food. When he has fin- 
ished his meal, he leaves the bed and 
pushes through the turf of the lawn until 
he reaches the garden wall perhaps. This 
proves a little tco hard for him to plow 
through, so he comes out into the open, 
runs at quite a fair speed across the walk 
and then burrows into the turf again on 
the opposite side. 


He probably does this fit niglit, and tbe 


rest day the seeds which he tuined up 
during his hunt through the bed will die. 
If the enn is hot, they will be baked in 
the loosened earth, or if it rains they will 
probably be washed away. When the 
gardener discovers the damage, he will 
stride about the lawn, stamping ia the 
loose turf with his heel, and we can hard- 
ly blame him if under his breath he says 
some very unpleasant things about the 
mole. Then he will probably set a mole 
trap in the hope that his little enemy 
will come that way again. And there he 
may have another disappointment, for the 
mole is quite apt to stay away until a 
nice line of young peas or carrots has be- 
gun to show above the ground. 
Then 


6omo night, after a shower of ra'n has 
•softened the soil, he will suddenly re- 
tnrn, uproot the line from one end to the 
other and disappear as before. 


A curious little creature is the mole. 


From the tip of his nose to the rqot of 
bis tail he measures something less than 
six inches, aud his total length is in- 
creased by a rather short, straight tail, 
eparsoly covered with short hairs. His 
body is covered with a beautiful, soft, 
lustrous fur, which may look any one of a 
number of colors according to the light 
in which you see it. In one light it will 
appear dark brown, and 5n others black, 
dark silver gray or purple possibly, and 
perhaps the/ most astonishing thin? about 
it is the fact that an animal living in the 
soil should be able to keep his cost so 
beautifully clean and bright. In front 
the body terminates in a Daked, cartilag- 
inous snout, on the upper surface of 
which, close together, are two oblong nos- 
trils. The snout is very flexible—so much 
so, in fact, that the animal sometimes 
twists it round and puts it into his mouth, 
from which he afterward withdraws it 
with a pop resembling the sound which 
might be made in drawing a miniature 
cork. I don't know why he does this 
unless it be to wipe the soil off his nose. 
When his mouth 'is opened, It wil^ be 
seen that it is Jull of little teeth of sev- 
eral sizes cud shapes and that it some- 
what resembles the mouth of a diminu- 
tive pig. 


At the first glance one would say that 


he bad neither eyes nor ears, but buued 
deep in. the fur are two little shining 
black dots, which are doubtless big 
enough for anything he ever requires to 
see, and about throe-quarters of an inch 
behind them are two very small, round 
holes which lead to his ears. His fore- 
arms are hidden by the skin, his curious, 
semihuman hands alone being visible. 
The fingers are united, forming broad, 
leathery palms, which in life are flesh 
colored. 
They are- armed with large, 


slightly curved nails and are excellent 
tools for digging with. JThe hin,d feet are 
small and slender, naked on tbe under 
surface and clothed with fine, short hair 
on the upper surface. 


When tbe mole wishes to enter the 


ground, he brings the backs of bis flat 
bands together ia front of his nose and, 
digging them into the earth, makes a 
stroke just as a man does when he is 
swimming. He repeats the stroke again 
and again until he is soon out of sight be- 
low the surface. As he goes through tbe 
earth he twists his bead from one side to 
the other and up and down, searching for 


! earthworms and other dainties, of which 
he eats great numbers in the course of the 
24 hocra. When he finds an earthworm, 
lie seizes It with the outer surfaces of his 
fore paws and crams it into his mouth, bit 
by bit, munching all the while, like a 
greedy boy eating a banana. When be 
is fed in captivity, the crunching on tbe 
gritty particles in the bodies of the worms 
can be heard at a distance of several 
yards. 


When In bis harrow, a mole can move 


backward almost as fast as he can move 
forward, and when for any reason he 
moves over the surface of the ground he 
runs on the edges of his front paws, with 
the backs of tbe latter toward each other. 


It is difficult to believe how quickly a 


mole can work his way Into the earth 
unless one has actually watched and 
timed him. Last spring a kind neighbor 
sent me wo/d that her gardener had with 
gre.it trouble caught a mole 'which had 
been playing havoc In the garden and 
asked if I did not wish to come over and 
examine it. I accepted the invitation, 
and, finding the mole an unusually fine 
•pecimen, I at once began taking notes 
on tbe speed with which be could bury 
himself. The flower beds were well cul- 
tivated and soft from recent rain, and at 
the first attempt Mr. Mole was out of 
eight in five seconds. Just as bis tail was 
disappearing I caught hold of it and pull- 
ed him out, to give him another trial. At 
the next attempt he was gone in a little 
over Jbree seconds, and again I pulled 
him out, to see it he conid better this j 
splendid record. He did not try again at i 
once, but ran about, as though searching 
for a particularly likely spot. At last ' 
he found it, and down went his front 
paws, with his long snout between them. 
1 could see that he was going to break 
the record, and just as his tail was going 
iiito the eaith I put oat my hand to seize 
it 
But, alas/ my fingers closed on the 


air! 
My friend the mole had struck right 


into one of bis old burrows.—Ernest Har- 
old Barnes in Hartfoid Times.

COMPLETED 


Important Survey of City 


Boundaries Now on File 


With City Officials 


FORMER ERRORS CORRECTED 


AFTER SEARCHING RECORDS 


This Year's Survey the Most Valuable 


Ever Made. Many Problems Met in 
Course ot the Work. 
No Further 


Question Possible in Regard 


To the Lines 


Within a few days the official re- 


port of the ''cerambulatjon" of the 
boundaries of the city of North Ad- 
ams has been complete^ and turned 
in to the city officials, where for the 
next five years it w 11 remain on file 
as a peimanent record of the locations 
of the lines of tho city. As was de- 
scribed la this paper when the "per- 
ambulation" wag begun, tte state law 
requires that this be done every five 
years. 
.North Adams is one of the 


few places in tfce s^aie, however, and 
almost ine only pia«\ in the county 
where this law is lived up to and 
where the city bounflaries are abso- 
lutely clear. 


The completon 01 the 
"perambula- 


tion" was 
considerably delayed this 


year by eomplicat'ons in fixing the 
line bet.veen this citv and 
"VViUiams- 


town, and this was the last }me done, 
the lines to the sout-h, east and north 
having been completed long befoie. 
The 
Williamstowi line is new this 


year, on account of the annexation of 
Hackmton from the town of Williams 
town to this ctiy, and the running 
of the n°\v line was complicated by the 
fact that an illegal change had been 
made some year's apo In the old line. 
which had to ie corrected. This nee 
essitated the investigation of all the 
records of the towns of Adams anc 
Williamstown since the incorporation 
of the towns, nhich had to be done 
in this city, 
Adams, 
Williamstown 


PittsSeld and Bostor 
The old line. 


based on the original incorporation pa- 
pers, had to be run over again, ami 
the new line basecl on this. 
Other 


complications 
in Connection with tHe 


line fixed by the act of annexation 
had to be overcome, and •when the 
work -was all completed, waivers of 
claims in regard to the lines had to be 
secured, all of 
which 
took 
many 


weeks, and made the completion of 
the work a slow matter, but if gave 
this year's survey added importance. 


Tho importance of the establishment 


of these lines is shown by the ac- 
cident an the back road to Williams- 
town last winter, from which heavy 
damage suits against the town of Wil- 
Jiamstown resulted. 
It will be re- 


membered that there was for a short 
time quite a question as to whether 
the accident happened in this city ot 
in the town of Williamstown, a ques- 
tion on \\hch the suits depends. 
It 


is therefore interesting to note that 
the completion of the line shows'that 
the accident happened in Wi'iamstown 
about 350 feet west of the line. 


These to^n lines are always run in 


winter, * "hen possible, as it is aJmos1 
impossible to run them in summer 
on accojnt of the heavy undergrowth 
In running the WiUiamsto-wn line it 
was necessary to make a number of 
trips to the summit of Grevlock. and 
these had to be made on snow shoes.

The total length of the boundaries 


of the city of North Adams is about 
17 miles. 
When the time came for 


the "perambulation," this city delegat- 
ed Civil Engineer H. P. Linncll as 
the official "perambulator," and the 
work has been in his charge. 
The 


surrounding towns of WiUiamstown, 
C'arksburg, Florida and Adams united 
with the cify in appointing Sir. Un- 
nel to do the work for them. 


Tito Wllllamslown Line 


The Wilhamstown line was the only 


one about which there was much ques- 
tion. 
In 1885 all the line^ about the 


city were run, and a monument was 
established at the northwest corner 
of North Adams, which is also the cor- 
ner of the tov^n of Clarksburg. This 
monument was put 
there 
in 1842. 


There was no other monument that 
any one would vouch for until thp 
southwest corner of the town of Ad- 
ams was reached. The survey of 1S78 
when Adams and North Adams were 
divided was not thorough enough 
so 


that the exact 
southwest corner of 


North Adams could be located. 


By tnangulation a straight line be- 


tween these two monuments was es- 
tablished the 
distance being 
about 


eight miles. 


In 1890 
Civil Engineer Smith was 


employed to renew flic liiio between 
North Adams and WiUiamstown, at»l 
as he had difficulty In finding the old 
line, a town meeting: of North Adams 
in 1892 voted to act with the town of 
Williamstown in placing stone monu-

A Mlnlakcn Compromise 


When, however, this line was run by 


Mr. Smith, it did not in all crises agree 
with the old boundaries, whifh consist 
ed of fences, walls, etc.

most 


notable discrepancy •was between the 
farms ot-William H Gove and James 
Carpenter. Tho town "f Williamptown' 
not belns natipfied with the new line, 
arbitrated the matter with NJorth Ad- 
ama and the selectmen

places decided that m view of the long 
established 
lin.cs between t)ie two 


farms it would be 
better to hold tc 


them. 


A survey was thfrefore made from 


tho northwest corner ot North Adams.
